A rowerful Speech Ia>.Defonce of Parnell 
—The AppolntraentUf the Conuuls- 
^ plon Critldzedi- ^ ' . 



London, March 11.— In the" Com- 
mons this evening James W. Bur- 
clay, member for Forbarshire, aaked 
whether tho government" intended 
to take measures to ascertain if the 
cattle raised in thp Western States of 
America were free from contagion. He 
asked if tlicy could nol be emivoyed to 
iMiglauii without coming into contact 
with the animals from the Kastern 
,Slate-i among which disease might eiisl? 

Mr. Cliaiiiaiii, .Minister of Agricul- 
liire, said tlial such an eni|uiry was ini- 
possilile. ill ISS8 iileuin-piieumonia 
had existed among the cattle in Chicago 
.mil t he siii rounding districts, and be 
tliiMi:;lit il hardly pinbable thai the dis- 
e.isr iiail whiilly disappeared. 

I, mil Pandolpli Churchill rcsiimei' the 
■ leb ile on the i eceiiliiiii of llio coiiiniia- 
sii.u'h report. He .said that frnm the in- 
cepli-ui of the ciiliimissinii he bad 
watched the pincredin^s with 1. clings „f 
soriow and appieheiision. liich tecliugs 
hud grown stronger within him as the 
proceedings developed. The procceil- 
ingii were vitiated tiironghmii hy theii- 
unconstitutional character. Ho dwell at 
lengt h upon t be cnm se of the ],'ijvern- 
iiieiil in set t iiig aside the nrdinaiy lii- 
biiiiils while holding that llieie was 
priiiia-lucie evidence agaiiisl tile u- 
jusi il members. It was the duty of the 
giiv.-i nini-nl, be cniileudc.l. In pinci ed 
against the .iccused members ciiiuinal- 
ly, if at all. Her further argued 
against the special aclimi of llie govern- 
ment in grealing a commission of three 
judges to fulfil the functions of a judge 
and jury for the purpose of trying nien 
accused, of criminal conspiracy. The 
government had decided to place men 
who were their political opponenta on 
trial on orimiuul cluvrges witliout giving 
to them the protection which a jury 
woulil give. (Parnellite cheers.) Con- 
tinuing, Lord Randolph Churchill said 
the govcrnnieiit had selected -tjie tribu- 
nal willioul giving the accused even the 
privileges which belong to criminals, 
tliai .it selecting or challenging their 
jiiiy. Ho said if ever a piiblio man 
liaii been tested, ho, Parnell, hail been, 
and he now appealed to the house to 
reject such uniipio and unprece- 
dented proceedings. The action of the 
Ciivi riiiui-iil in cni^titiiting the cinn- 
mi.-sioii was adnpti-il uiiiler closure, 
'i'lic mi'thnil which in ISS'J the govein- 
menl had regaidcd us unconstitntional, 
was used by ihu gnvernmenl In 1.SSS as 
a lei-lhoil of oppression bir its opiion- 
eiits. .Nemesis, be s.iiil, bad altcndeil 
the govcriiincnl in its adnption .'if such 
meliioiU. "What," he n.xkcd, "lias been 
llie result of ibis mniiiitaiiious par- 
tiil il ion '.' A reptile monster, I'ig- 
olt :" (Parncllile cheers.) "What has 
been the result nt all this skill 
and use of iiai lianrcnlary iiisl ruiuenis .' 
A ghastly, blnoily, rolt.-n fn lu?;, Pigott!" 
(N'nciferniis i,-hcers from the Parneliiles). 
"The gnvenimenl in ap|)ointiiig the 
ciimniissinn li.el violated llie cnnstitu- 
tinii. The gnvenimenl iiisi.slcil u|)nii its 
mntiiin. lie iChurchill) would insist 
up ni bis l ight to coiiilcmii not only the 
Parnellit.- s, but the 'I'imea, whioh.had 
liecii biiind guilty of atrocious and un- 
exampled, libel and sl.mder. 

Chamberlain said the Parneliiles had 
invited the iiupiiry. The govcrnmenl 
had treated the afleg.Hions as libels, 
which mighi or niigbt nol be ilisiiroved. 
.-\11 of the allegations made against tlie 
commission wore baseless. If criminal 
proceedings had been instituted the 
govfriiment would have been held up to 
unlimited censure. Chamberlain com- 
plimented the comniission upon tho 
ability, impartiality and good faith 
of the judges composing it, who bad 
received, the endorsement of both 
Mr. Gladstone and Sir Charles Russell. 
He warned the House against assuming 
judicial functions by declining to accept 
the findings of the judges, uinl urged 
the House to leave the mutter in the 
hands of the nation. 

Mr. Jennings then 'withdrew his 
amendmoni, and Mr. Came (unionist) 
immediately moved a similar ainend- 
incnt cuudenming the course of the 
Times, which was rejected by a vote of 
321 to ^9.

woman 7t) years of age, a few uionihs 
ago, it may be said that it is a long time 
since Paris has seen such an execution. 

It is said that snino persons solicited 
the favoi' nf slanding within the inner 
s(|uare of lineps, i lnsc In the guillotine, 
so as lo liavo a better chance to come in 
con'act with M. de Paris.

The young criminals died game. 
Knbi-it died more gamely than his 
younger accomplice, .1. .Seantroux. As 
he w.-ilked to the guillotine he even 
tried lo smile, but the ell'ort only re- 
sulted in a horrible eoiiLraclion of his 
features. He was aide lo cnntrol tbe 
physical lepngnance which stilleni'd his 
predeci^ssoi 's fniiiie and neck under tho 
executioner's baud. Ho himself bout 
forward over the framework on which 
the body rests. Seantroux first bowed 
bis neck beneath tbe fatal, knife within 
what scarcely seemed to be more than u 
few seconds since his compunion's head 
had fullen into tin- basket, then tho 
throbbing corp'se was placed , in a van 
and driven off. Water and sponges 
were employed on tho face to wash off 
the blood stains and tho 'guillotine was 
removed.

ground, and had procured from tho 
Dominion government the rights whicli- 
they now asked from the Provincial 
House, as the jurisdiction over the miii- 
erala was determined by the Privy 
Council to rest in the province. 
The company seeking incorporation had 
acquired water riglila on Yale creek, 
and had taken every .jtlicr step poasible 
to prove their bona lido intention of 
carrying on their operations, and in the 
interest of tho progress ami piosperily 
nf the country he (Mr. Cuniiinghum) 
aaked the House to pass tbo bill through 
its second reading. 

Hon. Mr. Davie could not luinounce 
his intention of voting for the aecoiid 
reading of the bill in its present abape. 
With some amendments it might com- 
mend itself to the consideration of the 
HoiiBc; at present ho did hot think it 
was ijiiite in order, nor did he think it 
enuhl meet with the approval of the 
llnus.-. \o objection could In- lakun to 
tho incorporation of 'the eompa.iy; liul 
to usk tho House to validate an agree- 
ment in the foundation of which thoy 
htid no voice, was an entirely 
(liirerent matter. This bill jiro- 
videil for the company acipiiring 
royalties that belonged to the Crown' 
.-\t the presenl time it w;is not couipet- 
enl tnr tbe gnvenimenl tn graiil a inin- 
ing frani-hise fnr sn large an an a of 
land. This bill prnpnseil fnr ihu parties 
uauuMl In lake the mining rights named 
wilhniit any liiuitatinn nr regard fnr the 
niiueral laws. The cmniiany ileHcrvcd 
eiMisidii iit Inn, as Ihey had bought llieir 
land and aciiuired iheir rigbls, yel he 
I'nulil not advise the HouBe to pass the 
bill befiiie them in its |)iesciil stale. 
I'be gnvei iiiueul was lu c parcd tn deal 
fairly ami liberally with the cmnpaiiy, 
bill llu y would nol be doing their duty 
tn tbe cniintryif they iiasned the bill be- 
fnre them as it al present existed. He 
tlinugbt the objects of all could best be 
gained by the adjoiirnmeiil nf the di!- 
bate, whicli would giv'o the govcrnmenl 
Ibc reipiired opportunity to hear- the 
promoters of the company and see what 
cniild lie dnne for them. 

.Mr. Scmlin did nol see wherein the 
necessity existed for tho government 
cn-isnlting witli the promoters of this 
synilieate. The private bills committee 
had already discussed every phase of 
the i|uestion with them. The company, 
w ith the capital at their disposal, had 
six'ured control of the ground that hail 
been the object of the envious gaze of 
less weiilthy miners ever since the open- 
ing up of '-British Columbia's mineral 
u. alih tn-st commenced. Their ma- 
i hiiieiy had been ordered, and had it 
lint been for tho unfortunate circum- 
stance of thti London dock liibnierH' 
strike, il would have in ojicration 
mnnlhsiigo. The comiiany had acted 
fairly in all their inovementH. Thoy 
h id secured tlio right to mine their 
lands by order-in-council of the Domin- 
inii gnvernmont, but unfortunately for 
lliem, ulLliough fortunately for the 
provinee, tho decision of the I'rivy 
Council had taken from the Dominion 
the right to award the privi- 
leges granted, and the company 
were forced to come to li.e 
pro\'ince for wdiat they hud secured 
from thu Douniiiiin. 'I'liey di.l not ask 
I bis government to ratify any agi ee- 
meiit, hut came asking inforiiialimi as 
to how tin y might proceed with their 
wmk.

He could see the bed, but it waa a mass 
of flame and empty. He felt himself 
being overcome by smoke and heat and 
seeming to go mad, as he now explains 
it, and nol knowing what he did, lie 
ade II rush for the door through which 
; had entered. It wii.i on lire, but 
(.'olerette got througli and out in the 
dr. .All hia cloclies wore burned off. A 
lorcn people arrived on the scene with- 
in live mitiutcii after the explosion took 
place, but even then il waa impossible 
i])|irnacli within twenty-five feet of 
the luiililiiig. The ground around it 
leeiiic'i m be ablaze, and the men who 
bagged Coleretle out of further danger 
wero badly singed, Tbo bodies of the 
\'ictims were all charred, and that of 
.Mrs. Collerette was the only one found. 



A ROUGH VOYAGlB, 

The D.S.8. Ireqnoli* Arrives at Port Town* 
send Out of Batlons and Goal. 

I'oUT ToWNSK.si), Maroli 10. — Tho 
United 8t«tes man-of-war Iroiptois, 
which sailed from llonolulu on the liOlh 
nf N'oveinlier last for .Sanin;i tn relieve 
tbe Adams in the .South Pacilic aijuad- 
on, arrived at this port this evening iu 
listless. After leaving Honolulu she 
•ailed at Marshall aiel Cilbcrl Islands. 
She sailed from the pol l nf liut-u-itari, 
the Cilbcrl Islands, 1 li ccuibi-r l.'.'ith. 
n days later at longitude 1 7.'i east, 
latitude 10 minutes iioilli, the ]iiston 
rod of her forward engine brnke. The 
bollnin blow valve nf her boiler also 
iial, and was fastened by bolls in- 
side. Il was attempted to put buck for 
llonoluhi, but the head winds wore so 
strong it was decided to attempt to 
make San Franeisco. 

It was KiippoHcd, from informatinn 
given on charts, that by going north to 
the ihirlieth or foi lictli westerly winds 
woulil [irevail, but none were found. 

The oflicera state that the weather 
was the roughest conceivable, with furi- 
ous east gales and heavy seas until S 
o'clock this morning, when she arrived 
at ( 'a]io Flattery. .She was towed down 
till' Htralts by the tug Collis, arriving 
hero this evening, about o'clock, 110 
days from Honolulu. With her after 
engine she oould only make about three 
knots iu calm. They had not provisions 
nor coal to reach San Francisco, and it 
w:ia therefore necessary to put into this 
harbor for supplies. 

The officers and men lived on half 
rationa sinoo tho 14th of February. 
t!i (-at hardships have been endured, but 
all have survived in good health. Thoro 
was inueli anU'ering, particularly from 
cold. The men were not clothed for 
cold, expeeling In leiuain in Samoa. 
The Weuther ranged Inim a temperature 
of above 100 lo ice and snow. 

The coal became so nearly exhaiisled 
that none ecnild be. used for lipaling the 
ship, all being reserved for cook^'ng pur- 
piMcs. .\liout. nine days' iwLioiis were 
lelt of llie .sbi])'s stores when aim ai'rived 
here. The olllia-r.i and men bad not 
liiid any :ne.it bir over ninety days. 

After taking coal and provisions tho 
ship \v ill proceed to Maro island navy 
yard Cor repairs,

NtulfB and nieatu aro raiBod taxoa un 
thcni will not be of any advuntago to 
the producer, for men do not generally 
send ooala to Ncwcasllc, iiul wlioic thuae 
articles of food arc iioi pi-.jiliiccd iu sul- 
lioioiit (juantitioii lor tlie [lopulatioii, tho 
tJovoi uiiieut aro not treating tho poojjlo 
wlio have to buy thein fairly 
-when it makes tbem dear. Tlie 
miners, the 'fishermen und the lumber 
men of the Dominion received little oi 
no advantage from the proioctivo poli- 
cy of the Goverumout. Tlioy do not pio- 
duco protocted commodities, and it is 
therefore unfair to compel theia to pay 
taxes tliat arc Imposed merely for the 
purpoaesof protcution. To tax the miner's 
liard lack and lii.s bacon as well a.s hi 
machinery is not using liim well. TLor 
is, we lliink, a ]iri)si)eet nf his luceiviiij^ 
an instnlinonl of ju.-,tiec in tliu inalter of 
machinery, hut this beuelit will lie to a 
great extent iieutralized if the tuxes on 
his meat and his bread, already too 
heavy, are increased. We trust tliat 
the representatives of British Colunihia 
will alrcmiuusly oppose any incroase of 
the ta.xes, un the necess:iries id' life. 
They are, we see, doing what they can to 
to get the duty taken off mining niacliin- 
ery; let them beequallyfirm und onually 
energetic in preventing further duties 
being imposed on bread and meat. 

The agitation to reiiuposc duty on sum- 
mer fruits i.s a very .small Ijusinoss. 
Fiuil is a plru.-^am ami a wliiilesomo 
article of diet. The (iovei iinuuit should 
do its best to p.'aco it within tho reach 
of all'classes of the comnmnity. A few 
cents' additional a pound on American 
strawberries and other small f cults >nll. 
not decrease the'consuniptioQ of berries 
among tho rich. Tho increascil price 
caused hy the in-pusition of the duty 
will be a trille to theui, hut it will he 
sufficient to place the luxury out of the 
reach of the poor man. Fruit gro^ n 
soutli of the boundary line, as a rule, 
ripens earlier than that raised on the 
Canadian siile. so that the season 
preiiy well over in the States" before it. 
begins ill (Juiiuda. Tho early .\nierican 
fruits, thorefore, do not, to any i.,'icat 
extent, interfere with biinilar kinds 
grown in Canada. There is, we see, a 
pretty strong opposition to'lhe imposi- 
tion of the fruit duly in Ka.stern 
Canada, ami we trust it will 
prove eiri.'ctive. • It will \h\ a 
piaty and an a\ aiini; policy 

lor the sake of ploa.sing a few jyaloin- 
fruit growers who have really no griev- 
ance to speak of, to deprive thgusanda 
of an article of food which, when the 
hot season sets in, is pleasant and even 
necessary. 

1'herc are \ ery iiiaiiy in all p.uis of 
Canada who heliovo iliat llio tarilT i.s 
already sufiioiently high, and that tho 
Government takes quite enough money 
from the buiiicas of the coiuitry to serve 
all its lefjitiniate pu rpo.se.s, aiid"~Tlia t i t 
lihould rather think of loweiiii;; the 
taxes than of iii.d^iiiL; tliem higlicr. 
This iu evidently how tlioso best ac- 
quainted -with the trade of the country 
feel. Tho Montreal Star, which niny be

DOMINION liAILWA YS. 

The Dominion (Jovernniout is not 
very successful as a builder and oper- 
.itor of railroads. It owns and operates 
^0incl,'2l7 miles of track in t>uoticc, 
New FirilPHwick, Nova .Seidia anil I'rince 
I'alwaid Island, which not only yidil 
iiothiiig as interest on liie co.st of con- 
.striiction, hut which do not pay even 
working expenses. These govornmont 
roads are the Intercolonial, which co.hi 
I he people of Canada I fi,, "el '2, OST, tho 
lOasterii Ivvtension, for wliieli s;i,;!I.S,7Ml 
fas paid, and the Ti inco Kdward Island 
•ailway, the cost of which was aKsunied 
liy the Dominion when that province 
iitored the Confederation. - Theexpon.ie 
if constructing it was 83,741,780.^ The 
otal cost of the Govorimiciit roads was 
ii"il,G0;{,-l!)8. These roail.s aro of 
■ery great use to the peo- 
ple of the provinces through 
vhich they run, but lis an investment of 
the public money they may be regarded 
18 n failure. The gross earnings of 
these roads were, liiMl year, J,"?, 1 0", 0-12, 
while their working expenses aimninted 
.•<;!, riDIi, I (li;!, leaN-ing a ilclicil of -SIM."),- 
1. or ahiiul t'JSI .1 mile. If the in- 
loresl of tho lifly-ono inillions, auil more 
than a half which it cost to consti uel 
I hem, were added to tliiatho loss on the 
Dominion railway inveHlnients woiilil 
foot up to a very cuiisidcrablo sum. 

But this is mil exactly the fair way to 
look at the ( Hiverniiienl's railway trans- 
actions. The railways have helped to 
ilevelop the provinces in which they are 
situated, and the benefit which they 
have derived from their coustructioii, 
liould bo made a .sot-oB" against the 
loss ill interest and in working 
i-xpenses. Tliese proviucc:; woulil he 
ill a very poor condition indeed 
.vithout the railways. But they sun ly 
can be run so as to pay their work! in; 
■xpenses. If they were in the hands of 
eonipany t luiy would uot be run ut a 
loss. |!iil llie ( lovt rnmeiit is liaiupel od 
111 the luiuiagenienl of its rouiis. If it 
made the ehaiigoa necessary to make 
the roads self-sustaining an outcry 
would bo raised agiiiiist it. Deningogiies 
.voiild make the high railiiMil charges a 
,'rievance, and it wmiM l>e represenled 
IS the enemy nf 1 he |irii]ile from a hun- 
dri il idatfoniis. 1: is, therefore, not 
lurpriaing that the charges which ii com- 
paiiiy would be compelled to make are 
not effected on tho Intercolonial and 
other ( lovenniienl railroads. But sucli 
ehaiigcs will have to be made .suoner or 
later. ll is no! to lie e.\pccted that tin- 
lax payers of the \\ hide 1 )oiiiiiiiiiii u i II Imig 
consent to be taxed to pay for the rail- 
road accommodation of communities 
which are well able to support the roads 
that have been constructed for their 
coiivenieucev 



OUR ENTERPRISING NEWH- 

It appears that there will, before 
very long, bo lines of steamships run- 
uiiig between the cities of. the Sound 
and Gliioa and Japan. Tho example of 
the Canadian Pacific ia contngtoua. Our 
American noighbors did not disguise 
their jealousy anil aiinoyaiico at witiioKS- 
iiig the establishment of a Pacific steam- 
ship lino in connection with the Qreat 
Canadian railroad. They declared that 
the Canadians were about to take from 
them tlio China trade, and they ap- 
pealed to CoiigreHS for hel]). I'.ut they 
did not waste niucli liiiio in complain- 
ing, 'i'liuy took inoaBuroa to establish a 
competing lliio- "' We are told that tho 
Paoifio'niail will soon establish a line of 
ocean stcanishipB in connection with tho 
Northern I'ucilic, and that tho Union 
I'licillc is to have another line, 
whiisii I'acilic [lort i.s to bo 
I'ortlaiul. The Sound cities are bound 
to keep/ well in tho front. Those 
cities are naturally sanguine as to tho 
esiilts that are to flow from these en- 
icrprises. Ono of our .Seattle contom- 
]iiiiaries says: "Onco diverted to this 
l eetiiiii, tho trade hotwceii this and tho 
Asiatic cDuntrii.'S is bound to grow with 
iinmonse St riiles, ami the .Sound cities 
will occupy tlio prolitiiblo position of 
intcnueiliaiies. In the fulness of liino 
iuiiiiensc shipping and coniinercial firms 
are liouiid In spring up in Sci'-ttlc, for 
itistaiico, wliiilly engaged ill this trade, 
und it is not saying too much to predict 
that with the legitimate devolopnient of 
this trade, the time will come when Se- 
1 ttle will become a second F>iverpool." 

'I'hfru is one thing that we admire in 
our neighliius, and that is their un- 
iimnideil faith in their own country. 
I'liere aro very few croakers and proph- 
ets of evil among them. They see the 
I n ight side of things and predict great 
things for the stote or city iu wliioli they 
happen to cast their lot. These predic- 
tions do a very great deal towards 
liriiigiiig aliiiiiL their own fultilinont. 
iklioi'ing that their city ia destined to 
liecoinc another Liverpool, the citizens 
of Sputtle, one and all, will do their 
best to show that their faith in their 
eity is well grounded. They are to be 
■iimmeudeil for ibis, and if liritish Co- 
,;iiiiliiaii~ had lliis faith in their own 
eiHiiitry, and iu iis future, it would ho 
better for them and better for the 
provincfl.

The Ivus.siai; P.-.cific railroad is cei titii 
to bo coiistrucled. .Surveys have biei 
made und a priu'ticilile route seleeted 
t'linfitruclion, it is said, will be cum 
iiionccd immediately.

that the road will cost some $201),<ioii, 
0(i<), and that it will be finished fn'i! 
the ]5altic to the Pacific in five ye u s 
The Russian Pacific dilTors fiiunlli 
Canadian Paeilie in this il will cn>^ 
two coiitiiientH, w liei e,is our rimd crosse 
only one. The Rusaiaii road v.ill open 
up an immense extent of territory about 
I large part of which little is known to 
Europeans. There are immense aieu> 
of it suitable for colonization, ami 
settlement will bo eominenceil ii; 
lOon as the road is eoiuploted, Jt is snie 
that tlio valley of tho Amoor is a splen 
did agricultural coim try, the capabili 
lies of which will be made available by 
the construction of this road. Tln i' 
are in Asiatic I'u-sia vast inim ral i.- 
sniireea a\V:iitiiig ileM lii]iiiii lit. It isMiii 
to be rich in gold, and its mines yieh 
large ijuantities of precious stones. Tie 
Siberian forests, too, are of great e>:t em 
and will, no doubt, in time be a sniiin 
of wealth to tho Russian empire. 

Tho Pacific terminus of Ihe great rail 
way is to be at \'lailivostorl;, wliirli will 
ill tinii: be eiinneeii-d by rail with ( 
It is expected that the construotion of 
this road will give a great impetus to 
the trade between China and Russia, 
whioh is already considerable, although 
the means of communication are of

Tin- unfurl una It 
suspocls and criniiiials will be coiiveyei 

to within a comparatively short dis- 
liinoe ot their place of exile by the now 
road, and this of itself will be 
a grout mitigation of their suli'er 
iiigH. Their misery on the terrible jour- 
ney which lluiy .iri! now obliged to take 
on foot is simply awful. As tho loail 
will vary greatly facilitate commuuica- 
lion with tho Government at St. Pefcurs- 
buig tho ollicials, who appear to be now 
practically ii rospoiisible, will bo made 
to feel that I hey are not tu,, far frniii 
the lauilre of authority lur the ,11111 m 
jiisticu to reach llieiii when I hey aliUKc 
their authority. If it only contributes 
to lesson tho sufferings of these unhappy 
oxiloM tho oonstructinn of this trans-con- 
tiiiontal road will bo an inostlnuible boon 
to liuiiianity.

Uoniitnlna — ExpendlDs th» ProflU for 
tba BeneOt of tli* "Shabby Oantcol"— A 
Free Hospital for the Poor. 

Peiolifd high up on Che great Alpine 
rangu that separates Tyrol frpm^Bavaria 
is a large hotel that enjoys , the unique 
distinction of having for ita landlord ■ 

princt; ouo, too, who, perhaps more llian 
any otlicr in lilurupe, hiia esLooii forth aa 
the champion of hia order, though it ii 
not BO imicli the rights and prlrileges of 
royalty, an its duties, that h» insista upon. 
Tha ownpr and (iirector of tlis Grand 

^' hotelfiftif^Kreuth is Karl Theodor, the 
duke in Bavaria. Hia father, the Duko 
Ma.xiiniliiin, was a wull knowu tmreler 
and writer, and his uiotlier, a daughter 
of a kiiiK of Bavaria, ii to tliis day in th» 
south . held as a model of all royal vlrttiea 
■ran jaNERAi, bpkino. 
Duko Karl Tlioodor's homo is a few 
luiloa liist inf f!-;'!u Kreiith, at Togern, 
whero In- lias (.iirned his ]>iilnce into a 
hotiiiital Cor thoblind. Hois hiinself one 
of thu most skilU'ul oculistn in Europe, 
, and his door stands open the wholo day 

■ 16ng;to; viaiton who choose^ to cotu^ult 
him. Ho takes regular fees from such 
ns can iilford to pay them, but the poor 
and iK'dd.v hosliakos heartily by llie hand 
and usiurcri tlieni tliat tliey can form no 
idea of what a pleasuro it is for a physi- 
cian to SL'f hi.1 patiuiita, 

The tiny hamlet of Krciitli owes Ita 
existence to a spring of ir.iiuMal water, 
suppoaed to possess luarveluus ineilicinal 
qiialitii-s, It luibbles up clear and upark- 
liii^ on a littlo natural terrace, formed 
on the mountain side some 8,000 feet 
abovfl the sea, right at the head of the 
•valley. About the year 1511, the Bene- 
dictines, who ownod a great monastery 
at Togerii, discovered tho quulitiea of 
this s|)rin)^, and built ou tlia terraow a 
badhaus, wldeh they uued as a liospital 
Jintil tliu suppression of tlieir order, in 
1808. The badhaus then vi-ns used foi 
farm buildings; but a few years latet 
King Max took pcsseasiou of it, and re- 
stored It, heeiniiiy,ly with the inloiitioa 
of turniiij; it inl o some chari lablw insti- 
tution or retreat. Queen Caroline and 
Prince Karl both cherishecl the same 
idea, and added considerably to the 
building's. But money was a acarc* 
arlielu in Bavaria in thoso days, as now, 
and fur thu lack of it the owners of 
Kreuth found themselves thwarted 
whilst attempting to carry out tlicii 
eleemosynary schemes. To their dis- 
covery of the impossibility of doLas 
good, in the way they desired to do it, 
v\'ithoi:t iiUHU'V, we owe tlio o.'^tablisli 
uieiit uf till! pi-u.snit systeiu — tho Strang 
est combiiiatiou of charity and businesi 
it ever entered the brain of' man to con 
ceive. 

All tho buildings planned by the for- 
mer onniis of Kreuth are now com 
plete. K(jadH have been made, gardens 
laid out, and 1 he conveniences aud lux- 
uries of a first class hotel introduced 
into the badhauser. ' 

THE HOTEL EBSOTB. 

A hotel, Kreuth now is, in nam* and 

fact, for three months in the ^'ear. Dur- 
ing Jiiiu', July and August it is a charm 
iug health resort, thronged by wealthy 
tourists, who come and go at wUL It ii 
in the midst of the most perfect scenery 
in Eurui)e, surrounded by lofty moun- 
tains, with exquisitu views ou every 6id< 
of wiuiiiug valleys, Hilvery lakes and 
foaming torrents. In tha hotel visitori 
are provided' with every comfort and 
luxury they can reasonably desire; and 
for these their royal host reguirex them 
to pay just what they would have to pay 
— iieithei more nor less — in an establish- 
laent of e(|nal standing, but of a loss an- 
omalous nature. As everything is con- 
ducted upon 8oun8- economio principle! 
— the duke la his own butcher, baker and 
brewer— this innkeeping is most lucra- 
tive; and, when the end of August comes, 
Karl Theodor lias always a haiidsom« 
sum at his command. This lie alvvayf 
sets to work to spend in a mannei 
•worthy of his race. An intimation, 
VWfled '-with the most delicate courtesy, 
is conveyed to tlie paying visitors thai 
the time is at haml wlu-ii their room* 
will bo required for tho usu of the 
duke's personal friends. These, aa soob 
as the ordinary tourists depart, bo- 
Rin to arrive, and in the course of a few 
days llioro is not a room loft in tho hotel 
with'jul its (jeeupant. For the -^vliole oi 
September, and as much longer as the 
weather will permit, the duke entertains 
Bome three hniulred of those whom he 
(Styles his friend.^. As a rule, these 
^fiends are not chosen from among the 
very poor, but rather from that class — 
tlio m- 1st to 1)0 [litied of all — the shabby 
geiUeel. l'ii\ eny slrieken ar! i,--ts, atnig- 
gling literary men. half-pay oliiceis, poor 
professors, university studeiits-rzBU taa 
there enjoying the rest and change they 
Borcly need and can ill atTonl to p;iy for. 
iJuiin;.; thu liinr Ibey are at Kreulli, not 
only are they provided with rooms, but 
tliey are Ird, tended, cared for and 
treateil as lioiiured guests. The only dif- 
ference made between the rich plea.sure 
seekers who had preceded them and 
themselves is that they, the [joor, are 
wolconieil with a litth; inoi-u elfusive 
friendliness, and a lilllu more trouble is 
taken to prevent their feeling lonely or 
duU. 

In tlio month of May, too, the hotel is 

put to a like eso; and, as each of his 
gm'sts is invitL'd for a fi>i t!iight, it fol- 
low.i that iu tlio course of the year the 
Duke Karl Theodor - must entertain 
ij^early a thousand <)f them. Thus ho 
oliooticH to spend the money he has 
gaineil by Ids three months' inn keeping 
—a right regal way, in truth, of combia- 
ing kherol^sof pi^inceand trader. — Lon- 
don Qrapliio.
